London, Jan. tS.— The Nicaragua 

ranal question llU been has been tak- 
en up by Secretary Hay ami Lord Sal- 
isbury In a practical rather than a 
o<mtroT«ralal spirit 

It Is not probable that either of these 
statesmen Is anxious to attempt to un- 
ravel the tangled skein of diploma<y 
with which the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
has been enmeshed in the course of 60 
years. Thoy will prefer to make a 
fresh start in a spirit of mutual ac- 
commodation and good feeling. 

The practical business now in band 
it that of adapting the CIsTton-Bul- 
wer treaty to new conditions atfeeting 
the interests of both countries. 

The commercial interests of the 
world and the highest ends of civiliia- 
tlon will be promoted by the construe- 
tton of a waterway through Central 
America. country may be more 

directly interested than th*^ other in 
the completion and control of the in- 
teroeeenlc canal, but both England and 
America will benoflt commerctally by 
the opening of the waterway, and 
neither can have any adequate motive 
tor hampering or retarding & great 
work which will contribute to the pro- 
gress and civilization of the world. 

On this high ground the two govern- 
nents can meet and devise practical 
mewores for facilitating thf construe- 
tlon of the canal, and for providing for 
its control and maintenanco as a neu- 
tral waterway, open at all times to the 
shipping and navies of all the nations. 

England's Interest in it is mainly 
oommerdal, since it will supply 
shorter and more direct communica- 
tions with China and the west coast 
of North aad South America. On the 
other hand the treaty is recognised in 
E>nKland that America's interests in 
the Niraraguan canal have materially 
increased since the negotiation of the 
Caayton-Bulwer treaty. It Is now es- 
sential as a military work for uniting 
the Atlantic , gulf and Pacific coasts, 
ant toe concentrating the naval foroas. 

Am ■wanttel Uak. 

As a power with possessions In the 

east and west, it will be an essential 
link in the American imperial system, 
as the Suez canal is in the Ilritish em- 
pire. Change of balance In the inter- 
ests of the two countries la the Nicar- 
agua canal has a direct bearing upon 
the two questions of construction and 
control, which are effected by the 
treaty of 1850. 

The attitude of the British govern- 
ment, when properly approached and 
asked to revise the treaty of 1860 in a 
spirit of accommodation, may be fore- 
cast with confidence that the gov- 
emmeat has no desire to obstruct the 
construction of the Nigaragua canal. 

It wishes to have the canal com- 
pleted and opened iis speedily as pos- 
sible in the interest of the world's 
commerce. It prefers to have the 
United States govemmmt undertake 
the work, because this Is the only 
method of economical (•()nKtr\irtlon by 
which the cost can be kept down and 

low tolls seeoMd. - 

The Panama enterprise ha« warned 
British ministers that a private eom> 

pany can not undertake so great a 
work without a vast increase of finan- 
cial outlay. 

They are eoovinced that the success 
of the Nicaragua canal as an engineer- 
ing and flnanc lal undertaking Will be 
Impracticable under the mnagement of 
a private company, whereas with the 
credit of the United State* govenrtnent 
behind It the bonds will be floated 
above par, and the enterprise be re- 
leased from the burdens of high rates 
of interest. 

On this account the British govern- 
ment will readily consent to altflr the 
treaty so as to allow the United States 
to control the canal, and to be re- 
sponsible for Its regulation and oonr 
troL 

will Fill the Vaottucy. 

Washington, Jan. 23,— The president 
is understood to have decided to ap- 
point another member of the Anglo- 
American commission to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Mr. Olng- 
ley, and to have so Informed senators 
and representatives who have called 
upon him within the last few days in 
behalf of Representa,tlve Tawney of 
Minnesota, a member of the ways and 
means committee. It was thought the 
vacancy would be left open, owing to 
the a.dvaacad stage of the work, but the 
president desires to have the commis- 
sion full when its important labors 
are closed.

Washington, Jan. 28.— The secretary 

of war has completed the organization 
of a colonial commission to undertake 
the administration here in Washington 
of all matters of detail respecting the 
government of the territories acqui- 
esced during the war or occupied by 
the United States forces. 

Tbe personnel of the commission 
will be General Robert P. Kennedy of 
Bellefontalne, O.; Curtis Guild of Mas- 
sachusetts and George W. WatUns of 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 

Up to this point the secretary baa 
underiaken himself to deal with the 
administration of Insular affairs, but 
the questions involved have becom'' so 
numerous and complicated that it has 
been found abaolotely neceisary to eall 
tor assistance. 

This commission will deal with the 
bestowal of franchises and concessions, 
the distribution of moneys to be spent 
in public improvements, and all of the 
troublesome issues that have arisen 
and are likely to arise In Porto Rico 
and the PhlUppinea 

SKNATOR WUITK. 

Kpcarda It aa Ha<l I'ollcv to Take Iho 
Pblllppine*. 

Washington, Jan. 23.— At the begin- 
ning of the session of the senate sev- 
eral bills were passed. 

Mr. White (Cal.), In accordance with 
previous notice, addressed the senate 
on the anti-expansion resolution of- 
fered by Mr. Vest (Mo.). In view of 
the proposition of the California legis- 
lature to "instruct" Mr. White and his 
colleague, Mr. Perkins, how to vote 
upon the policy of expansion, and upon 
the pending peace treaty, the remarks 
of Mr. White were regarded with much 
Interest 

Mr. White spoke not only on tbe 
Vest resolution, but also to that offer- 
ed by Mr. Bacon <0a.), declaring thn 
inhabitants of the rhilippines entitled 
to liberty and Independence. 

Mr. White took as texts for his re- 
marks certain paragraphs from su- 
preme court decisions, a sentence from 
President McKhiley's Atlanta speedi 
and a paragraph from the report of 
Admiral Dewey to the navy depart- 
ment, saying that the Filipinos were 
as well qualified for self-government 
as the Cubans. He said he had no In- 
tention of discussing the question from 
a legal standpoint, as such a discqsslon 
would serve no useful purpose. 

"The views of senators of eminent 
ability," said he, "deniou.^i rate the fu- 
tility of endeavoring to secure accord 
upon that point." 

He said he denied the doctrine that 
seeks to give this country Jurisdiction 
in some casi s, and denied it in others 

The country, he said, was confronted 
by a situation differing entirely from 
that with which It had been confronted 
at any time beforei While It might be 
admitted that we had the power to ac- 
quire foreign territory, whether we 
should do so depMids largdy npon tbe 
circumstances. 

He maintained that the question pre 
sented waa one purely of policy. Should 
we take the Philippines? he asked 
He thought not, and would endeavor to 
show why we should not, for he be 
lleved It our duty to see to It that our 
system was ke^^ frea troB all auch 
contamination. 

'I care not," said Mr. White, 
"whether the people in the Philippines 
are fitted for self-goverament or not. 
It la certain that if they are not, they 
ought not to be brought Into alliance 
with us.

-It is under- 
stood that tbe president has requested 
the resignations of Mr. Bhurtleff, Mr. 
Wilkinson and Mr. Sharp, three of the 
nine members of the board of general 
appraisers at New York.

Washington, Jan. 23.— When the sen- 
ate, went Into executive session the 
nominations of Admirals Sampson and 
Schley and other naval officers ad- 
vanced in num»)erH were taken ui). and 
Senator tiorman made a speech attack- 
ing the administration for preferring 
Admiral Sampson to Admiral Schley. 
Senator Lodge replied defending the 
Bourse of tbe administration.

Niagara Falls, Jan. 23.— While ne.r.- 
ly 100 persons were on the great ice 
bridge in the gorge of the Niagara 
river, the icy mass was brckcn loose 
from the banks at either end.

New York. Jan. 23.— Tbe stock mar- 
ket trading has scarcely a parallel in 

the history of the excliaiige. Shares, 
which until recently were attended 
with conservative fluctuations, became 
speculative footballs, and were bandied 
around 6 to 10 points on enormous 
dealings. The tremendous bull move- 
ment under way in the stock market, 
indicating as it does the pulse of the 
financial and commercial situation haa 
brought the public into the market in 
an exceptional extent, rendering it im- 
possible lor the recognized market 
leaders to influence trading as in the 
past. The crowds were enormous in 
the brokers offices, and in the galleries 
of the exchange. A large stock ex- 
change house posted a notice that It 
would not be responsible for trades 
in odd lots, owing to the enormous 
business In 100-share lots.

Washington. Jan. 23.— Inquiries 
made at the state department show 

no further advices can be expected 
from Apia before the latter part of 
next week. This is based on tbe pre- 
sumption that the reports will come 
on the regular Mne of vessels that 
travel lH tv,een Auckland and Apia, but 
of course there is a possibility of some 
private sailing craft making the trip 
If events of sufficient importance to 
demand an immediate report have oc- 
curred there since the last steamer 
sailed. By Friday or Saturday of this 
week the British warship, which re- 
cently left Wellington, should arrive at 
Apia, and thus make it possible for one 
of the two Hrltlsh vessels which then 

will be in port, to be used for the con- 
veyance of mall advices to Auckland.
